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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Applicant 
requests Examiner to point out where Locklear discloses an electric circuit. As stated in the response to arguments in the Final Office 
Action, paragraph 25 of Locklear discloses the Improvement Enginer 112 being an ASIC. ASIC = Application Specific Integrated Circuit, 
emphasis on the word "Circuit". Next, applicant argues the user and not the electrical circuit electrically inhibits the electrical coupling. 
Examiner strongly disagrees given the broad claim limitation. The claim limitation isnquestion in claim 18 is, "an electrical circuit for 
electrically inhibiting the electrical coupling...". As long as the electrical circuit causes the electrical inhibiting, that suffices to read on the 
claims. In Locklear, the Improvement engine is indeed the source of the removal/replacement of the PCB, being the indicator that causes 
its' removal. . 
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
